Rumoured Agreement with Nanking 


ITS HISTORY AND ITS FUTURE 


Wol-hai-wei, Feb. ‘12. 
So it has come at last. “Rumour, 
for once, seems reliable and ap- 
Parently it is the fact that an 
agreoment .for the rendition of 


Wei-hai-wei has been reached at’ 


Nanking by the representatives 
of the tio Governments con- 
cerned. In due course the terms 
of rendition will e published 
and we shall know where wo stand 
whether, for instance, Lord 
Balfour’s demand at the Washing- 
ton Conforence for, the proper 
safeguarding of vested interests 
has been met both in’ the apirit 
and in the letter, 

The date for the transfer of the 
leasehold, it is said, has not yet 
been fixed, but if no further hitch 
occurs, there seems no reason why 
it should not take place in the 
current year. So far as the Local 
Government is concerned, the moat 
Bultable date would be the end of the 
financial year, that, is, March 31. 
Our local pessimist is pleased to find 
himself {n agreement with the 
oMfcial view and, in sardonic vein, 
declares he can think. of no better 
date for hauling’down the British 
flag at Wel-hai-wei than the first 
day of April! 

A Change of Flag 

Our optimist, who will probably 
shake the dust of the place from off 
his feet when rendition occurs, can- 
not understand what all the fuss is 
about, When the treaty is made 
public those Britons who have finan: 
cial Interests at stake will discover 
that their interests have been fully 
protected; and that they are on 


velvet, if not In clover. There will |’ 


be, of course, a change of flag. 
Objection on this score is purely a 
matter of sentiment, for, as is 


‘cenerally agreed, there is a certain 


similarity between all flags which 
are mostly made from the same 
kind of matestal—bunting, to wit, 
and. in these strenuous times there 
Is no room for mere sentiment.

The Terms of the British Lease 

It would be interesting if soma 
authority on British history could 
tells us whether on any other occa- 
aston, prior to 1898, we acquired by 
treaty the lense of territory tho 
tenure of which was made con. 
tingent on the occupation of a 
similar area by another Power, The 
arrangement regarding Wel-hal-wel 
is unique. 

In 1898 leases (of districts In 
China—tho first steps, it was gen- 
erally supposed, towards the parti- 
tion of the country—were. obtained 
by France, Britain and Germany at 
Kwangchowwan, Hong Kong and 
Taingtao, respectively, each lease 
being for a term of 99 years, Russia 
took over Port Arthur and its 
hinterland for’a term of 25 years 
with the option of renewal by 
mutual agreement. At the invita. 
tion of the Peking Government and 
with distinct reluctance, the British 
acquired the Territory of Wel-hai- 
wel for such time as Port Arthur 
remained in the possession of Rus: 
aia, nn offset and check to the de- 
signs of more aggressive Powers. 
No one at that time—least of all tho 
statesmen of Peking and St. Peters: 
burg—for a moment supposed that 
the Russian lease would not be 
reneived in due course. There was, 
in fact, no limit to Russian 
ambition—neither the Great Wall on 
the one side, nor the Yalu River on 
the other: and the Japanese pro. 
posal +hat one Power should have a 
free hand {n Manchuria, the other in 
Korea, was scornfully turned down. 
There remained opposition from the 
British whose interests in China 
were and are pursjy commercial, and 
we find Count Muravieff querulously 
complaining to the British Ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg.

| WOUNDED TIGER 


Drags His Hunter From 
Tree ? 


INCIDENT 1 IN SIAM 


- Bangkok, February 19. 
How the expedition of a hunting 
party resulted in a near tragedy 
when it encountered and battled 
with a full-grown tiger ia reported 
to the Bangkok Daily Mail from 
Changvad Prachuab Girlkhand. 
Nal Sang Mhaimegh, the Kam- 
nan (chief-man) of Tambol Na 
Phra Hak, now Hes in a serious 
condition, his body having ' been 
badly mangled in a. single-handed 
combat with the wounded ‘tiger, 
The beast waa finally killed by the 
hunters, 


On the thirteenth of this month 
the party set forth for the forest 
of Tambol Huey Kaew and Tambol 
Mah Rong on a game hunting ex- 
pedition, For. the first day the 
party did not come across 
a single game animal except 
a tiger which wad scared away by 
a shot. 


The next morning the party met 
the tiger again. So sudden did the 
hunters come across the animal 
that its presence frightened them. 
One fired a shot, the bullet hitting 
the beast near the ear, Wounded 
the tiger leaped toward them 
furiously. ' The hunters turned 
around and raced for nearby trees 
for their lives, All successfully 
clambered up the trees: however, 
the one on which Kamnan Sang 
took. refuge was very slender and 
it bent toward the ground with the 
additional welght. 


The enraged tiger leaped up at 
him, its paws closing around his 
body, Both man and beast fell to 
Not losing his pre- 
sence of mind for,a, moment, Kam- 
nan Sang tried to fight the beast 
as best he could, hitting its hend 
and jaw with his rifle. 


Meanwhile the hunters who were 
taking refuge in the trees yelled 
and created a tumult of noise in an 
attempt to frighten away the 
animal, at the same time waiting 
for their chance to fire a shot at the 
beast, ' which was then closely 
wrestling with Kamnan Sang. .At 
Jast an opportunity was found and 
one of the hunters took aim and 
fired. The bullet entered a vital 
spot and the beast dropped derd.

tlons. It was ncquired at a cost of 
$10,000,000, Vast amounts were 
spent in equipment’ and it was just 
getting under fult production-when the 
armistice put an end tq emergency 
thipbullding. Since that day it has 
been idle. 

Negotiations have heen under way 
for the property for more than a yea? 
when Philadelphia began looking over 
availablo airport sites. Tho city will 
make a down payment of $260,000, 
carrying the balance over a term of 
years at 244 por cent. interest, 

Tentative plans for tho development 
of the airport call for a rail, water and 
alr terminal, for which the city has 
61,000,000 available from loans voted 
last autumn. Except Tor “preliminary 
surveys the airport Iayout has not 
taken definite shape. Heads of trans: 
portation companics, however, havo 
anneunced their willingness to co-opor. 
ate in the development of the terminal 
as soon as the city acquired the pro- 
perty.—Christian Sctenco Monitor,

Ws a result of an honest and 
conscientious divergence of views, 
the nine Directors have ranged 
themselves into two camps, made 
up of three in one camp and ‘six, 
in the other, eich tenacionsly hold- 
ing its own ground and sxpparent- 
ly irreconcliable in their respec- 
tive attitude. Both feel they are 
right; both eayer to safeguurd the 
best interests’) of the Company. 
To both, therefore, shareholders

Mr, Li Tse-fong is 
a large shareholder and has ex- 
tensive bisiness connections with 
the Chinese. Mr. M. K. Lo ig a 
leading member of the Chinese 
community of Hong Kong whose 
complete confidence he enjoys. 

Majority Group 

The majority group is led by 
the Chuirman of directors, who, 
until the return of Mr. (. Gordon 
Mackie, was Mr. M.°T.. Johnson. 
His associates are Mesars. J. P. 
Warren, R. E, Coxon, J. M. Alves, 
J. H. Little and R. K. Batchelor, 
It will therefore be scen that the 
contending parties pitted against 
each other can have no other 
motive to serve than that of the 
well-being of the company of 
whose destiny in Sir Robert's own 
word, they are placed in the posi- 
tion, of “masters.”

3 Fear Not Imaginary 


The Chinese advice to us fs

at the mercy of their own farm- 
ar. This fear is not Imaginary. 
It fs very'real indeed. It has 
transpired in one of the lator 
stages of the recent negotiations 
for a compromize between the con- 

’ flicing views of tha Directors ‘that 
“although the Board was willing 
to run its, steamers on ita own 
account, under conditions which 
‘amply protect the company from 
‘belng in-a worse position than if 
the. existing farming agreement 
‘had been adhered to,

Through Sir Robert's action, 
for which he was thanked by the 
Board, the present farmer's lnat 
tender was Increased by $10,000. 
It was he who secured a tenier 
from another prospective farmer 
whove initial offer for the busl- 
ness was slightly better than the 
pvesent farmer's tender’ for the 
first year, and $12,000 better for 
the second and third years, Com- 
pare the respective values of the 
recurity offered by the two rival 
tenderers, In the case of the pre- 
vent farmer it is only $200,000. 
In the’ case of his competitor it 
ix five times as large, 
$1,000,000! And yet, for no con- 
vineing reason, the majority direc- 
tors decided. to ignore the new: 
tender with all its greater advan- 
tages to sharcholders and to afford 
the present farmer a fresh oppor- 
tunity to increase his’ offer so as 
to enable the directors to award 
the new contract to him. Pertin- 
ently, Sir Robert Ho Tung re- 
marks, “the principle underlying 


the advantage of senled tenders’ 


is defeated.” 

I can only attribute to a con- 
siderate moderation the absence 
of an outburst: of indignation 
against a deliberate policy of 
playing fast and loose with the 
minority directora in the vacilla- 
tion thiut has made itself felt as such 
pronounced feature of the con- 
duct of negotiations by the major: 
ity directors, and which must be 
decidedly annoying, to put it mild- 
ly, to the minority group. There 
was patient endurance when the 
minority agreed to consent to a 


postponement of this meeting from! Tuaning them. 


December 3 last. till to-day. in 
order that negotiations for a com- 
promise might take place. The 
counsel of moderation on the part 
of the minority directors was re-

port and withholding from: them 
our votethat will help them to 
emerge trijumphdnt from a contest 
to which they have devoted ‘so 
much anxious time and laboured 
with such unflagging zeal in order 
that the company might aseert its 
independence and shake off the 
tyranny of a relentless force?

4. About 11 years ago-the prac- 
tice was started of farming out the 
Chinese freight and passage busi-! 
ness to an outsider, the Company 
retaining control of its ships and 
Mr. Woo Hay-tong 
became the first farmer. 

6. Ever since, with each renew- 
ing contract, Mr. Woo hag been 
awarded the farm. At first there 
were several outside tenders, but 
gradually, with each new term, and 
it was known that the Company 


would prefer Mr. Woo, fewer and! 


fewer tenders were received. Last 
year there was only one outside 
tender, and the same fd regards 
this year. . 


6. Mr. Woo appeared to have 


made good profits out of the farni-| 


ing with which, naturally—and no 
fair-minded’ buginess man can 
blame him—he gradually built up 
and consolidated his position as a 
ship-owner, Out of the profits he 
thus made he founded the Tung 
On Steamship Company, and built 
the sa. Tung On‘and Sal On, 
which of course constitute a direct 
opposition and competition 
Company's ateamers. 

7. Year after year I pointed out 
to the Board the ultimate implica- 
tion of their policy, namely, that 
increasingly 
have to depend on Mr. Woo. 

8. Sometimes when the question 
of having & new tender arose the 
directors. would decide giving Mr, 
Woo the continuance of the farm- 
ing contract on the ground that, 
having proved himself satisfactory 
to the Company in the past years, 
he should be given the preference. 
Other considerations in favour of a 
competitive tenderer and, incident- 
ally, more beneficial to the share. 
holders do not appear to outweigh 
the predilection for Mr. Woo. Some- 
times this preference would be

They felt 
that it was a foregone conclusion 
that Mr. Woo would be awarded the 
new’ contract. The gentleman 
whom I succeeded in persuading to 
tender,is Mr. Hung, to whom I even 
offered financial assistance, as I re- 
gard an outside tender to be go im- 
portant. Subsequently Mr. Hung’s 
tender avas {nereased by $24,000 a 
year—$12,000 in respect of . the 
Canton and the same amount for the 
Macao Hine. 


Tenders Compared 

13, When these two tenders were 
before the Board it wag adjourned 
to the next day for an analysis of 
the figures to be made and it was 
again adjourned. When the Board 
met it was announced that Mr. 
Hung would even make a further 
increase and I also‘agreed personally 
to guarantee Mfr. Hung to the 
extent of $500,000, so that with the 
security (either in shares or title 
deeds) which Mr. Hung agreed to 
put up amounting to $500,000, the 
total amount of security would be 
$1,000,000, Even on the figures 
of Mr. Hung’s original tender they 
were slightly better than. Mr. Woo's 
for the first year and $12,000 better 
for the second and third years. | 

14. It should be emphasized and 
repeated that strictly thera was 
only.one tender ‘before the Board, 
namely, Mr, Hung’s a3 Mr Wo 
did not send in an¥ tender ‘in ac- 
cordance with the printed require- 
ments. His tender took the form 
of a’ letter containing proposala| 
which were contingent. However, 
the majority of the directors once 
more decided to ignora Mr. Hung’s 
tender, and to negotinte ith Mr, 
Woo with a view to getting an fy, 
crease from him and to award the 
contract to him. ‘dt will thus be 
seen that the’ ‘principle underlying 
the advantage ‘of sealdd’ tenders Ja 
defeated and provides yet another 
proof in substantiation “of the dis- 
couragement of outside tendérs. 

15. I should Ike here to pause and 
to point out that if I had not suc- 
ceeded In inducing Mr. Hung to 
tender the Company would have no 
alternative but to accept Mr. Woo's 
terms, unattractive as they were, 
and in years, to come, and unless the 
policy of the Company were altered, 
it is impossible to sce how ‘anyone 
would venture to, tender. 


: Preference For Outsider 


16, At the first meeting of the 
Board regarding :the tenders, name- 
ly, on November, 19,:1929, Mr..M. K. 
Lo made the . following statement 
to the Board:—1 : 

“Sir Robert; Ho Tung, Mr. Li 
Tse-fong and have very anxious- 
ly considered . the whole question 
of the tender, which is now be-

RECENT DISCOVERIES 

Sir Georgo Maedonald, lecturing 
in Edinburgh, on “the Wall of 
Hadrian," began by giving a des- 
cription of the remains of the Wall 
ag they are to ba seen td-day. In 
its most complete form It ran from 
Wallsend, at the moith of the Tyne, 
to Bowness’ on Solway, although 
there was some reason to believe 
that its eastern terminus was orl- 
ginally at Newcastle, fty breadth 
is usually 8ft. or a little less, and 
it consists of a oore of rubble and 
concrete, faced on each aide with 
regularly built masonry. It must 
have been at least 12ft. high, with 
a breastwork rising on the northern 
side for perhaps 4ft. more. To the 
south, in tHe shelter of the breast- 
work, there would be a rampart 
walk about 6ft. wide. The total 
elevation would thus be as much as 
16ft. or even 18ft. In front was a 
ditch about 35ff. broad and loft. 
deep, and behind was a carefully 
made road. Running parallel to 
the Wall on tho south, except for 
two or three miles at either ex- 
tremity, was a great earthwork 
known to antiquaries as the Vallum. 
On, or close to, the line of the stone 
wall svere 17 forts, some of a sizo 
that would accommodate 500 men, 
others about twice as large. 

It must not be supposed, anid Sir 
George, that the Wall of Hadrian 
was dntended to be an impenetruble 
barrier, manned from end to end 
Nle a modern trench line ’ by 
soldiers. It conld much more ap- 
propriately be compared to a raiséd 
sentry walk, but it was algo useful 
as enabling the Romana to control 
the wheeled traffic and the customs. 
In thesa respects it resembled Ro- 
man frontier lines all through the 
Empire, although in actual con- 
struction It bore a closer resem- 
blance to the Great Wall of China 
than to any other, It’ dated from 
the reign of the Emperor Hadrian, 


| by whose orders it was erected after 
the great rebellion which broke out | 


early in the second century and 
caused the Romans to abandon the 
conquests that Agricola had made 
some thirty years earlier in Scot: 
land, The work of excavators dur- 
ing the past twenty or thirty years 
had thrown a flood or Nght upon 
its subsequent history. Their la- 
bours had made it ¢lear that the 
Wall was more than -once swept 
with the besom. of destruction. 

The first: of these occasions was 
towards the end of the second cen- 
tury, when a second attempt to keep 
southern Scotland in subjection had 
to be abandoned. Rebuilt by the 
Emperor Septimius Severus, the 
Wall held firm for perhaps 70 years, 
when- it was again overwhelmed by 
an invasion from the north. This 
time ‘its defences seemed to have 
lain waste for many years.. An in- 
scription found last July at Bird 
Oswald. recorded the restoration of 
the fort there about the year 800, 
and made the remarkable statement 
that at that time the interior build. 
ings ‘were.a heap of earth-covered 
ruins. A third: disaster, apparent- 
ly as complete, occurred before the 
middle of the fourth century,- That 
complete rebuilding was.again re. 
quired-was proved by the fact that 
the inscription just referred to, 
along with nother. discovered at 
the same time and recording: the 
repairs executed by Severus, had 
been used to pave the floor of the 
barrack room in which they: were 
found. - itt :

IDEAL RECEIVER 


Low Tension from the 
Mains 


It has long been recognised that 
in the ideal radio receiver all sup- 
piles of electricity, both for’ high 


element in radio equipment, the 
question of elminating the H.T. 
battery wag the first to be tackled 
and for some years past Hatenors 
have ,been able to purchase battery 
eliminators or supply units 
providing HLT. current forradio 
receivers from direct or alternating 
current electric light mains. 

Thero then remained the elimina- 
tlon of L.T, acumulators, Truth 
to tell, no wholly satisfactory al- 
ternative for the accumulator has 
been found for use in districts 
where the electric light supply is 
direct current, but on alternating 
current systems the bugbear of 
heavy and messy accumula. 
tors which require charging 
at frequent intervals and 
often have to be carried 
considerable distances to a charg~- 
ing station can be avoided by the 
use of valves which can be operated 
from an alternating current low 
tension supply. 

Indirectly Heated Valves 

The most satisfactory types of 
alternating current mains valves 
are those known as indirectly heated 
valves. In those, instead of obtain- 
{ng the electron emission from an 


ZZLE. activated filament, the heat is gen- 


erated in a filament operating on 
alternating current and ‘is trans- 
ferred by radiation to an in- 
dependent and highly activated 
cathode from which electrons are 
emitted. In this way all risk of 
hum due to use of alternating cur- 
rent is avoided. 

In addition .to the convenience 
resulting from the elimination of 
L.T, accumulators, the indirectly 
heated valves possess a further ad- 
vantage, in that thelr characteristics 
are distinctly better than those of 
the corresponding battery heated 
valves, The improved character; 
istics are due to the fact that the 
electron emitting cathode {s of 
larger area and it is possible to ar- 
range the grid’ closer to the 
cathode than in an ordinary battery 
heated valve, ; 

As an indication of the efficiency 
of the indirectly heated valves, the 
Mullard indirectly cheated screened 
grid valve type S, 4V can be com- 
pared-with the corresponding 4-volt 
battery heated valve.type P.M.14, 
the former having an amplification 
factor of 1,000 a3 compared with 
200 for the battery-heated type. 

* Made in Britain’ 

British-made indirectly heated 
valves are fitted with heaters rated 
to consume “one ampere at 4-volts 
and the heating current may be con- 
veniently supplied by means of a 
small transformer, the primary 
winding of which is connected to the 
house electricity supply, the 
secondary being wound to give an 
A.C. supply at 4-volts. 

A good example of 4-volt filament 
transformer is the Mullard P.M. 
Filament Transformer. This is 
made in six types, ‘suitable for 
various mains voltages. The con-
